An interostinp point in connection 
with the figures f:iven in the report 
Is that the permanent American 
popolation of Manila haa increased 
bj more thab 20 per cent in the last 
five vears. It is probable that this 
does nut indicate an increase of 
'American population in the Philip- 
pines, but rather a tendency on tha 
part of .Vinerit ana in the islands to 
concantrate in Manila.
